household words to everybody's mouth, It 
is of tho latest act of favoritisin that wo wish 
more particularly to speak. 

Ilis Royal Highness the Prince of Wales is 
about visiting Canada,—an honor of which 
any of us might well feel proud,—and it is 
necessary that he should be received in a man- 
ner that becometh our future Sovertign; for 
this purpose, among other things, the Mon- 
trealers are going to get up an Industrial Ex- 
hibition, to astonish tho Prince with the in- 
dustrial skill and enterprisg of Lower Canada, 
But in L. Canada they can do nothing with- 
out first getting their hands into the public 
purse; so Messrs, Galt, Cartier & Co. quietly 
decide that this enterprising City shall haye 
a small Government donation of $20,000, to 
help them in their laudable undertaking. 

. This transaction by itself would not be quite 
80 aggravating, were it not for the sequel. It 
is well known that the Agricultural Exhibi- 
tion for U. Canada will flso bo held in Hamilton 
while the Prince is in the Province, and it 
jvas just as important that wo should make a 
good display, as it was for the Lower Cana- 
dians. Mr, McDougall taking this view of the 
matter, moved a resolution that a suit of $20,-

milton Exhibition; but the Government and 
their servile supporters, contrary to all equity 
and justice, voted it down.

TOWNSHIP EXAMINATION OF THE 
COMMON SCHOOLS IN THE TOWN- 
SHIP OF THURLOW. 


We had the pleasure of attending the above 
mentioned Examination, which was held on the 
27th ult,, at the stone School House, No, 9, in 
the 5th Concession of Thurlow, or what is usu- 
ally known a8 Reid’s School House, Leaving 
Belleville in the morning, a pleasant hour's 
drive brought us to the place of Examination 
As we approached the scene of action, a flag 
waving conspicuously above the cupola of the 
pneatiisiee betokened to us that interest was 
felt by the community in the, work of the day. 
‘This impression, we are happy to gay, was af- 
terwarils strengthened and confirmed by bet- 
ter evidence.’ ‘he school in which the éxam- 
ination was held is in every way fitted for the 
purpose, It is one of the finest we have seen 
in this section of Cannda; and it certaialy does 
credit to the intelligence and enterprise of the 
neighborhood. It shows that the yeomanry 
of that part of Thurlow have some due appre- 
ciation of the dignity and importance of learn- 
ing, and that they do not wish their children, 
by associating education with the building in 
which it was communicated, to regard it as the 
meanest thing in which man or child can be 
engaged. 

Wm. Campbell, Esq., of Roslin, haying 
ben called into the chair, and the Rey, Mr, 
McLaren, with R, Jones ond A. Duncan, 
(Teachers) appointed ax judges, the business 
of the day commenced about half-past nine o'- 
clock, A. M., and continued until five o'clock, 
P.M. There was a short iutermission in the 
middle of the day, when we and many others 
eijoved the bounteous hospitality of Messrs, 
Reid, Thompson, &c, ‘The examination was 
chietly conducted by Mr, I’. 1{. Rous, the ac- 
tive and Inborious Local Superintendent of 
South Hastings, through whose exertions these 
interesting competitions have been got up.— 
‘The number of schools represented, we regret 
to say, was only six. When ‘I'rustees become 
aware of the value of such examinations as a 
stimulus to exertions on the part of both 
Teachers and pupils, we feel sure this evil will 
© remedied. ‘Lhe number of spectators, 
howeyer, who came to witness the proceedings, 
showed that many were alive to the importance 
of the competition, ‘Ihe large school house 
was, especially in the afternoon, crowded to 
its utmost capacity, and. the interest taken by 
the audience in the proceedings remained un= 
ababuted until the end. ‘The subjects of ex- 
amination were the more elementary branches, 
such as Arithmetio, Reading, Spelling, Writing, 
Geogriphy, History, Grammar, &o. 

Wo have seldom listened to on examination 
more creditible alike to teachors and acholara, 
Where ali did well, it may seom invidious to 
specify particular schools; but we think it is 
ouly justice to state that achool No. 9, und 
the charge of Mr, Huffman, and the Roslin 
school, taught by Miss Mowat, particularly 
distinguished themselves, It is to be hoped 
that by ahother year the ‘Township Council 
will Ay prizes, They certainly could not 
make a better expenditure of the trifling aum 
that would be necessary, than by thus second= 
ing Mr, Roun’ efforta to raise the standard of 
educntion in South Hastings.

Mr, Brown commonced his great kpeech on

In six years Up 
ips Canada had contributed $21,226,179, and 
wer Canada $7,884,634, In fact, the two 
Attorney Generals "had admitted in their 
speeches that Upper Cannda paid two-thirds 
of the revenue, and there was no doubt she 
furnished two-thirds of the exports. No mat- 
ter how the money had Seen expended, Up-~ 
per Canada bears the burden to-day, as none 
of eCard of the public debt has been 
aid off, and every sixpence of interest had 
en paid by Upper Canada! 

Mr, Brown next proceeded to quote from 
the correspondence of Messrs. Galt, Cartier, 
and Ross with the Colonial Secretary, in 
which they had stated that changes were 
Hecessary. He was prepared togo into Com- 
mittee with the Attorney Gencral East to 
consider frankly, free from any partisanship, 
what was best to be done under the cir- 
cumstances of the country. Upper Ca- 
nada paid 70 per cent of the Revenue, and 
had no voice in expenditure, or how it should 
be raised. Ever since 1857 there had been a 
systematic and continuous nese against 
the Government. He appealed to Lower Ca- 
nadians whether they would not be more 
clamorous were the case theirs, Lower Ca- 
nadians bad at one time been governed by an 
Upper Canada majority, but had kicked a- 
gainst it. Lower Canada bad led the assault 
against the Upper Canada School system, 
and the majority of Upper Canada was not 
permitted to control the le; n of tha: 
section. He next charged the Attorney Go- 
neral with having stated to the Colonial Svc- 
retary, when in England, that be would op- 

ose the annexation of the Hudson's Bay 
Territory to Canada. (The Attorney General 
did not deny it.) 
Mr. Brown alluded to measures that had 
been rejected in the House, although sup- 
orted by a majority from Uppor Canada, 
Ho instanced the Jury Laws, the Divorce 
question, and the Fellowes case, as instances 
in point. Ho pointed to the gentlemen on 
the Treasury Bonchos as representing no dis- 
tinct party, ‘They had been picked up while 
others had been kicked out. No member of 
the Cabinet represented a constituency Went 
of Cobourg. Although he desired that wo 
should settle our own affairs, he confessed we 
might be driven to appeal to tho Imperial 
Government, if no remedy were applied. 

He pointed to the absence of any legisla- 
tion for Upper Canada; and charged the Go- 
vernment with not legislating in the Home- 
stead and Bankruptcy questions. 

Tho remedy for existing evils would not, he 
thought, be found in a general Confedoration. 
That stop could not be taken until we were 
prepared to take upon ourselves tho attri- 
butes of a nation, F 

The true remedy would be found in a dis- 
solution of the Union, and tho establishment 
of two or more Lucal Governments, Upper 
as well as Lower Canada would then have 
the control of her local affairs. ‘Che Central 
authority or Goneral Govornnicnt of the two 
Nectiona should have as few dutios as possible, 
and which should bo defined by a Written 
Constitution, The public debt would be 
managed by the central authority, which he 
thought should be mot by a turiff, éstublished 
on xome more equitable principle than. the 
presont, ‘The Crown Lands should be given 
up to tho local govornments, ‘The constitu. 
tion should’ certainly provide that no now 
works should bo commenced, and that the 
dobt should not bo increased without tho

The inflation of the balloon—the Venus, 
progressed successfully uatil one of the 
strips of oiled muslin, of which it was made, 
fave way. Mr, Connor sewed it up as he 
best could, remarking in reply to interroga- 
tories, that the rent might give way, but 
that he would not give up the ascension for 
any such trifle as tuat, “As the balloon fil- 
led, the wind, which was blowing in vio- 
lent gists, swayed it from side to’side with 
such force that it was all four or five men 
could do to keep it in its place. Several

Mowat moved the House into com-

| innocent oceupants on lands in, Upper Can- 
ada, uoder titles which may prove defective. 
As the Attorcey General West had intimat- 
ed his intention of opposing the measura, 
he showed the reason on which it was fuund- 
ed. In a great variety of cases persons in- 
nocently occupied land ‘under tiles which 
theybelieved to begood, but which alterwards 
turning out defective, although they made 
valuable improvements, they might, afier 
19 years in some cates; and 39 years in 
others, be driven off by the real owners. It 
Was more unjust that compehsagion should 
not by allowed for these improvements which 
enhanced the value of the land. He refer- 
red to the Roman Jaw and the laws of Seot- 
land, France, and various of the United 
States, which acknowledye this priociple, 
and sajd this Bill was almost identical in its 
provisions. on this subject withthe Code 
Napoleon, It was so framed that it would 
not protuct mere squatters. Durties requir 
ed to prove that they had occupied Inad un- 
der apparent ownership, aud taking possea- 
sion without being notified of the effect of 
the titie. 

Mr. Sherwood said difficulties would arise 
if this meusure passed.

The mill bas four gangs of saws— two of

are two edging, one cutter, one circular, and 
two lath saws. Those are driven by two 
engines of 30 horse powereach, Stand for 
A moment and watch the movinent of these 
86 saws, How they rive the great logs 
with their restless and indomitable teeth, 
splitting them into planks and boards that 
shall build up the palaces of commerce in 
our cities, and the quiet bappy rural homes. 
Let the mind go bavk only a few years— 
look into the old weather-beaten mill with 
ite one upright saw, aud mark its sing-song 
motion. What a contrast! Here are a 
dozen sturdy operatives who are all activity 
—and gangs of saws that cut their tens of 
thousands feet per day.
